there be no way to ſhake the otherwiſe immovable Church of- 
England, but by making two Bridges of Diſſenters, one between 
Callice and Dover, the other between Diepe and Rye, for Popery to> 
return into Erg/and: For,when he comes to that part of his Preface- 
tO Biſhop Bramball's Vindication , Where he conſiders what Hkeli- 
hood, or how much danger there is of the return of Popery into - 
This Nation : For my cwn part, ſays he, I know none, but the Non- 
conformiſt's boiſterous and unreaſonable Oppoſition to the Church of 
England. If he think, that the Abrogation ofthe Tef may be a 
"means t0.unite the Papiff, and the Diſſentey, which he ſeems to in- 


'timate, by ſaying, That the Faion if 1be Diſſenters may be made #/c 


of, as Inſtruments ( fourney-men Tv«ls) todiſſelve and unrevel the et c- 


-bliſh'd Frame of things, and d:*rcy the Church of England; and /» 


make an unchſtrufted Paſſage for the return of Popery in Glery and 
Triumph ; then he has leit his Canſein the Lurch, and relinquiſh'd © | 
all his Eccleſiaſtical Pelity at once. |

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As for the Papiſts, he deals with them after ſuch a rate, that no 
Man living knows where to have him. In his Preface to Biſhop 
Bramball's Vindication , he ſeems neither to Love or Fear *em; 
For that,as long as the Church of England ftands in Power and Re- 
putation, it will eafily beat back and baffle all the Attemps of Rome, 
and its Adberents ;, Their plauſible Reafons being evidently no more 
than little Tricks and Sephiſms, and ſeem intended by themſe!wes, 
rather to mw the Simple, than ſatwfie the Wiſe. Their Innovati- 
ons are [o undeniable, aud the Deſign of the Church of England's Re- 
formation, ſo apparently Apoſtolical, that rboſe People muſt needs ar- 
gue at a ſtrange and wild rate, that will be demonſtrating againſt 
Experience, and Ocular [n[pe&1on. So then, the Reformation made 
* by the Church of England, in the Points of Tranſubſtantiation, 
Worſhip of Images, Adoraticr of the Hoſt , and Invocation of Saints, 
being Apoftolical; What muſt be thought of his Reaſons againſt the 
Tet? Nay, there is Nothing could preſerve the Papiſts from being 
-hiſs'd out of the Pit, but that they are extreamly Confident, and meſt 
Readers ſufficiently Ignorant : So that the Church of England may 
ſafely defy all their Oppoſition. She does not fland upon ſuch Trembling 
Foundations , as to be thruſt down with Bull-ruſh Spears, and Oral 
Traditions, 24th Labyrinths, and Caſtles in ihe Air. 

But then his Heart miſgives him again, and he begins to fear the 
Return of Popery into the Nation, ſhould the Nonconformiſ?s joyn 
with the Pap:#s: And therefore, at theend of his Preface, he begs 
the hearty Prayers of his Friend , for the Peace and Proſperity of- the 
Church of England ; for »ven That xs gone, ( farewel Froſt) "twill 
be bard to find out another, with which any, that are either Honeſt or 
Wiſe, will be over forward to j«yn in Communicn. : 

Notwithſtanding all this, upon better Confſideration,as it were in 
compaſlion of the deſpis'd weakneſs of the Church of Reme,and ber 
Adherents, he undertakes to furniſh them with better Arguments 
of his own,than any they have themſelves,to vindicate 7Tranſubſtan- 
7:ation, and clear them from 1do/atry: For which he ſtrains an Ar- 


gument deduc'd from the Cheraubimy, that cover'd the Ark. And 


yet,in his Deferce of his Eccleſiaſtical Polity, Pag.2 85,286. he con- 
.demns both Turk and Pope together in a Breath 3 the one for giving 


Divine Worſhip to a kewd Impoſtor x the other, to a Senſeleſs piece of. 
Matter. And thns, what, by Virtue of Apparent, 4poſtolica! Refor= 


anation, he call'd (before) a Senſelc/ piece of* Matter, he has (now) 
<over'd with the Cherubun'sGoiden Wings, and rerder'd Acoteble 
by Scriprture-\Varrant : But, Bene -{cribit, arti bene inteliigitur , Wat 
*e has \Vritten, he has Written, FINIYS. 
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
